FROM OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 

N a few months from now Robert 
| Flaherty’s film, “Man of Aran,” will be 

completed. Little more remains to. be 
done in the way of camera work, but cutting, 
editing, and sound production will take some 
time, and the London premiére will take 
place somewhere about September. 1 under- 
stand that a special exnibition of the picture 
will, quite probably, be held at the same 
time in Dublin. 

Its arrival will be awaited with a great 
deal of interest, especially in this country. 
Flaherty is known already as one of the 
greater prcducers, and whatever material he 
handles he is bound to. handle it with both 
skill and insight. This film of the Aran 
Islands, which he has keen engaged in 
making for the last year or more, will 
probably show us the real Ireland on the 
screen for the first time. Up to the present 
we have not been very well served—we have 
had impossible stories of colleens and cottages 
from Hollywood, and we have had shots of 
the better-known ‘‘beauty spots” from 
native cameramen, but no more. 

Flaherty’s attitude towards his subject 1s 
quite characteristic, While on a visit to 
the Aran Islands last year I asked him, as 
a matter of course, what, his plot was, and 
he was surprised. “There isn't a plot,” he 
said, “ Why should there be one? Here you 
have a group of people living on an island 
which is much more desolate than many 1 
have seen in the Aretic. Everything 
is against them, the jand is almost 
incapable of cultivation, and the sea is almost 
too rough to fish in; yet, they have managed 
to adapt themselves to their conditions. Isn't 
that plot enough? If you like, you can say 
that man is the hero and that the land and 
sea are the villains of the piece.”’ 

Flaherty’s outlook, in short, is that of the 
great Russian producers; he is willing to 
discard “' plot ” in the accepted sense, and, to 
make’ his drama from the ordinary circum- 
stances of life—in this case the struggle be- 
tween man and nature. ‘‘ These people don’t 
realise how heroic they are,” he said; “they 
take their lives as a matter of course.” But 
heroism and drama are there, nevertheless, 
and if they can be presented properly they 
will be much more tlirilling than the mock- 
adventures of romance. 

From the purely pictorial viewpoint, the 
paterial at hand is magnificent. Even a 
second-rate producer could not help getting 
good results from the Aran Islands—the 
strange dress and customs of the people, the 
savage desolation of the land, the curraghs, 
the great seas and the cliffs. 

Nor is there any need of costly apparatus ; 
Flaherty has done his work with the aid of a 
couple of assistants and an improvised labora- 
tory, while his only “ stage property ” has 
been. a specially-constructed cottage for in- 
terior scenes, with a glass roof to permit of 
sufficient. lighting. 

But, after all, it is the idea behind these 
things which counts. It is difficult for a 
stranger (and Flaherty is an American) to get 
the real spirit of a place, but, from what I 
saw of him I think that he has succeeded in 
doing so. It was noticeable how often he 
referred in conversation to Synge’s “ Riders 
to the Sea ”; like him, he regards the ocean 
a3 something menacing and almost animate, 
a view which is heid by the islanders them- 
selves. I shall be much surprised if the film 
which he is now completing does not turn out 
to be a very fine work of art. 


THE WEEK’S PROGRAMMES. 

The best item at the Savoy this week is an 
early Charlie Chaplin film, “The Rink,’ to 
which sound effects have been added. It still 
is so funny, and so clever, that one is in- 
clined to wonder why more of these revivals 
do not take place: the humour “dates” a 
great deal less than the costumes do. - The 
principal picture, ‘‘ Hell’s Highway,’ is a 
story of chain-gangs in America, rather too 
highly colou to be convincing. Richard 
Dix is the chief actor. 

“Yes, Mr. Brown ” is having a remarkably 
successful run at the Grafton, and now starts 
on its third week there. Jack Buchanan has 
evidently lost none of his pull as a box-office 
attraction, and he is- supported by Elsie 
Randolph and Margot Grahame. The film is 
of the musical comedy type, and there are 
several tuneful songs. 

Janet Gaynor and Charles Farrell are two 
other stars with a wide popular appeal, and 
‘Tess of the Storm Country’’ is being re- 
tained for a second week at the Metropole. 
Janet, who displays remarkable agility as the 
sea-captain’s daughter, falls in love with ——, 
but that would be telling. 

The Capitol is showing: ‘Trouble in 
Paradise,” a ve entertaining film by 
Lubitsch, in which Kay Francis, Herbert 
Marshall and Miriam Hopkins have the main

SIR ABE BAILEY TO 
RETIRE, 


————-o-- — 


DIRECTOR OF 27 COMPANIES. 
Sir Abe Bailey, the Rand gold mine magnate 


and racehorse owner, director of twenty-seven 
companies and Chairman of eight, has de- 
cided to. retire from active participation in 
public affairs. He is in his sixty-ninth year. 

He intends to write his memoirs, which 
should make a fascinating story, for his 
career has been as romantic as that of any 
man alive. The host of famous men whom 
he has known intimately have included 
President Kruger, Cecil Rhodes, Dr. Jame- 
son and Lord Kitchener. Sir Abe was born 
in Cape Colony, and he was little more than 
a schoolboy when he made his first venture 
as a merchant speculating in wool. Before 
he was 21 he had made the first of several 
fortunes—and lost it. 

He was in the gold rush to Barberton in 
1886, and to-day is director of some of the 
most prosperous gold-mining concerns in the 
Rand. 

Sir Abe Bailey was implicated in the 
Jameson Raid, fought in the South African 
war and was shot at by Boers at seven vards 
range. In 1915 he served as D.A.Q.M.G. to 
the Union of South Africa forces operating 
in German West Africa. In 1928 owing .to 
ill-health he sold his famous racing stud, 
but on his recovery he once again took an 
active interest in the Turf. 


CONCERT IN BELFAST.

CHORAL AND ORCHESTRAL 
BEAUTY. 


The eighth concert of the spring series 
organised by the Belfast Corporation, in 
association with the B.B.C., was held in the 
Ulster Hall, in the presence of a large and 
appreciative audierice. The performers were 
the Belfast Wireless Symphony Orchestra, 
the combined Ulster and Queen’s Island male 
voice choirs, and Miss Astra Desmond 
(contralto). The conductors were Mr. Godfrey 
Brown (orchestral) and Captain C. J. Brennan, 
Mus. Bac., and Mr. John Vine, F.R.C.O. 
(choral). 

The vocal soloist was Miss Astra Desmond, 
who appeared in several compositions, sup- 
ported by the combined Ulster Male Voice 
Choir and the Queen’s Island Male Voice 
Choir, together with the orchestra, In the 
Rhapsody for alto solo, male voice choir and 
orchestra, op. 53, by Brahms, the effect was 
magnificent. Miss Desmond's rendering of 
solo voice parts realised the lofty exaltation 
which characterises the various themes. ‘The 
choral work was most effective. This work 
was conducted by Mr. John Vine, F.R.C.O. 
Two sea pictures by Elgar, “In Haven ” and 
“The Swimmer,’” were sung by Miss 
Desmond. These numbers were conducted by 
Mr. Brown. The other concerted work in 
which Miss Desmond took part was “* Lander- 
kennung,” by Greig. This was her best 
number, and she sang with distinction. The 
choral work was marked by splendour, and 
the orchestral accompaniment was artistically 
moderated to the voices. The conductor was 
Captain C. J. Brennan. 

A feature of the programme was a wholly 
delightful rendering of Mendelssohn’s overture 
to “‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream.”’ 

An impressive instrumental number was the 
Suite for organ and orchestra, by Purcell, 
the great seventeenth century English com- 
oser, the music being orchestrated by Sir 

enry Wood. It was a very fine performance, 
and Captain C. J. Brennan played the organ 
art with beauty of appreciation, while 
Mr. Godfrey Brown, who conducted, led his 
ensemble to a triumphant conclusion. 

"The other purely orchestral items included 
works by Berlioz, Liszt, and Tchaikovsky. 

Subsequently the choir sang _part-songs 
which were notable for grandeur of tone and 
artistic representation, and a group of songs 


by Miss Desmond was thoroughly enjoyed.
